Send Delegation 
To Convention 

Tlie Canadian University Libe- 
ral Federation was Oils past 
weekend reorganized and resotab- 
llshed at a two day convention 
held In Ottawa. 

Forty delegates from eleven 
universities assembled In the 
Chateau Laurier to redraft their 
constitution and debato resolu- 
tions on Government policy. 

McGUI University was repres- 
ented by a delegation of six, head- 
ed by .Marvin Gameroff, president 
of the club, and Including Allan 
Frank, Harvey Cresthol, Gerald 
Bnzlnet, Jack Grcenstcin, and 
Miss Lucy AmbroB. There were 
delegates representing universi- 
ties from coast to coast. 

mO.SOLUT10.NS 

Resolutions were drafted sup- 
porting federal policy on some 
subjects and introducing new 
Hues of legislation ou others such 
as drug addiction, Indian Affairs, 
and federal , aid to universities. 
Two resolutions presented by the 
McGill delegation were adopted 
by the convention. One advocated 
the abolition of capital punish- 
ment in Canada and the second 
proposed various tax exemptions 
for university expenses.

secretary, MIbs Huguette Salnt- 
Benls; trcnBurer, Plorro Godln; 
publicity, Miss Lucy Ambros.

Whip. The new executive has an 
active programmo arranged for 
the second term, with a visit by 
Secretary of State, John Plckers- 
glll, OB a highlight.

Peter Viereck Gives Talk On 
Political Science And Poetry 



Tetor Viereck, third speaker 
this year In the Scope Lecture 
Series, talked last night on twin 
topics-political science and pootry. 
After a speech called tho Four 
Shields of Freedom, Viereck read 
two of his poems: "Poet" and 
"To bo Sung." 

Loading up to his main theme, 
Viereck conjectured that America 
had had three frontiers to con- 
quer — two material and one cul- 
tural. The first was the expan- 
sion West. This geographical 
frontier had been destroyed, how- 



ever, by the arrival of the White 
man at the Pacific Coast. 

The second frontier, Viereck 
called the "Prosaic Moon." Un- 
like the geographical frontier, 
this barrier was symbolized by 
tho Horatio Alger success story, 
the emergence of skyscrapers and 
the building of Wall Street, he 
said. Like the first frontier, this 
second had also been destroyed, 
Viereck explained, this time by 
Sinclair Lewis and tho 1929 de- 
pression. With no further extern- 
al frontiers to conqueer, accord-

Speakers 
Lecture 

by Eva Has-Kraus 
No major Issues wero brought 
up or discussed at .McGlll's Pol- 
itical Meeting which took place 
at Moyse Hall on Tuesday even- 
ing. 

Four speakers, ono from each 
Canadian political party, were in- 
vited by tho Dobatlng Union So- 
ciety and McGlll's political clubs 
to give their opinions on "What 
my Party StandB For." 

Avmm Cohen, a first year law 
student, chaired the meeting, and 
Introduced the first speaker, Mr. 
Colin Cameron of the C.C.F par- 
ty. Mr. Cameron analyzed ' Can- 
ada's economic situation and 
stressed the injustice of the dis- 
tribution of national wealth In 
Canada. His party, he said, would 
protect Canadian Industry from 
the dlsasterous effects of econ- 
omic fluctuations and would give 
a fairer distribution of the na- 
tional wealth. 

He also criticized the govern- 
ment for Its small contribution 
to such projects as the Colombo 
plan and said that a much greater 
contribution was needed to curb 
tlie spread of communism. 



From Four Parties 
At Political Forum 



. Mr. Guy Caron, the spokesman 
of the L.P.P. party, urged plac- 
ing Canada's Interests first. He 
criticized tho present policy of 
the government, which makes 
Canada economically dependent 
on "the United States, and said 
that Canada should Increase her 
trade with the Commonwealth na- 
tions and also start extensive 
trade with the "socialist" count- 
ries of Europe and with Commun. 
1st China. 

The speaker for tho Progress- 
ive-Conservative party, Mr. How- 
ard C. Green, stated that his party 
had six fundamental principles: 

1. — the Interests of the Individual 
are above those of the state; 

2. — business should be governed 
by the profit motive; 3. — there 
should bo a free parliament, I.e. 
the emergency powers act should 
be repealed; 4. — Canadians should 
benefit from their natural resour- 
ces; 5. — there is too great a 
concentration of trade" witli the 
United States, some of which 
should be shifted to the Common- 
wealth; 6. — in regard to foreign 



affairs, tho party supports N.A.- 
T.O., the U.N., tho U.S.A. and 
stands firmly by the Common- 
wealth of nations. Mr. Green end- 
ed by pointing to his party record 
when in power. 

Mr. Guy Rouleau represented 
the Liberal party at tho forum. He 
said his parly stood for unity 
security and freedom and empha- 
sized tho need for peace. Peace, 
he said, must start nt home and 
ho spoke strongly against racial 
discrimination which would dis- 
unite the country. 

At the discussion period which 
followed, a question was raised 
as to whether tho speakers be- 
lieved In the abolition of capital 
punishment. Tho two leftist parties 
favored abolition while (he two 
on tlie right decided It was better 
to retain the present system. 

Mr. Caron was asked whether 
his parly followed the Marxist 
Doctrine to which he replied In 
the affirmative. Other questions 
were also asked, after which a 
general brief summary w.ir given 
by each of the four speakers. 



lng to Viereck, the American Man 
had turned inward. 

The maintenance of Inner cul- 
ture Viereck said, was the shield 
upon which liberty most firmly 
rested. He explained that It was 
true that Western Man wos beset 
by outward threats such as Com- 
munism. Fascism and Itlght Wing 
Thought Control. Bo thut as it 
may, he stated, the lack of an In- 
ner culture was an oven greater 
threat to the shield of liberty. 
Intellectual freedom was even 
now being eaten by tho mediocri- 
ty of stereotyped individuals. 
This mechanized mediocrity and 
efficient Industrial barbarism re- 
sulted In unhappy and untrnglc 
pleasure seekers, Viereck said. 

Hrtw does one regain innor 
freedom ? 

According to Viereck, one bo- 
comes mnlnjusted to current 
ephemeral fads but adjusts to 
great ethical freedoms. 

Viereck felt that tho malajust- 
ed type was Infinitely preferable 
to the college back slapping In- 
dividual, and deplored the cur- 
rent trend townrds the mass 
stereotyping of modern man and 
woman. 

The two poems read at tho end 
Illustrated Vlereck's views on 
poetry. Thoy restated poetically 
Vlereck's main criticism of mo- 
dern poetry:

No McGillian 
To Participate 
In WUS Tour 

McGill will not send any stu- 
dents to the World University 
Service program of study tours 
In Europe this summer. It was 
announced yesterday. WUS Is 
running a number of study tours 
In Europe and Scandinavia this 
summer, but lack of funds will 
prevent McGUI from sending any 
students to participate In It. 

'McGill has been allotted two 
delegates,' local WUS chairman 
David Grler told Tho Dally last 
night. "The local committees are 
expected to raise Î600 per dele- 
gate, and the present financial 
situation of the University and 
the province mnke it impossible 
to raise this amount. Tho Uni- 
versity was extremely generous In 
granting money for the trnve! of 
the delegates to the Seminar in 
India last summer, and could not 
be expected to finance study tours 
to Europe. We are also hoping to 
be able to raise funds to send 
McGill representatives to tho next 
seminar, in 1955, which is ex- 
pected to bo held either in Africa 
or again in Asin. Wo do not want 
to Jeopardize our chances for next 
year by fund raising for the study 
tours." 

"The University of Montreal Ib 
In the same position, It seems, 
and will' not be sending anyone 
on these Btudy tours." 

It Is the present policy of 
World University of Canada to 
hold a seminar every two years, 
with an interim summer program 
in the intervening yeurs, Grler 
said. Tills Is ono of those years. 

Money raised at McGill 
through tlie Combined Charities 
Appeal and the Suie of Indian 
Handicrafts has gone for material 
aid to Asian universities, us it is 
WUS policy' not to use money 
that can he raised for material 
relief for summer programs.

NFCUS President Asks 
For Student Support 

Last night Tony Enriquez, president of the National 
Federation of Canadian University Students, spoke to the 
SEC at their weekly meeting. 

Enriquez outlined the purpose and ideals of NFCUS 
and emphasized tlie role that student executives in differ- 
ent universities must play if NFCUS is to achieve its aims. 



Enriquez felt that NFCUS has 
been abused in the past duo to 
the fact that it has been misun- 
derstood. Ho added that It is the 
responsibility of sttident executi- 
ves und newspapers to publicize 
NFCUS and present Its views und 
ideas to tho studeut bodies of 
their respective universities. With 
out vigorous studeut support 
NFCUS can not be expected to be 
able to carry out various proposed 
projects, ho said. 

PURPOSE 
Enriquez stated that tho main 
purpose of NFCUS Is to create a 
Canadian university student com- 
munity that would eliminate pro- 
vincialism among students and 
stir up a common national unity 
among Canadians. It would also, 
Enriquez ndded, allow students 
to study dlfforent aspects of Can- 
adian life. 

Enriquez stated that the po- 
tential of NFCUS Is unlimited. 
He felt that dramatic and music- 
al groups, In fact all types of cul- 
tural organizations, could bo de- 
veloped on a national scale with 
various groups traveling across 
Canada presenting their Ideas of 
music or drama. Ho also outlined 
a similar organization to back 
athletic clubs, tournaments and 
contests. 

"Only by formation of nat- 
ional gi-oups through NFCUS," 
Mated Enriquez, "con Canadian 
students' ever hope to prosent 
their culture and Ideas on an 
international level." 

NEEDS SUPPORT 
Enriquez advised the SEC to 



either believo in NFCUS and back 
It iu every way possible or to 
secedo from the Federation. He 
added that NFCUS needs tho full 
support of overy member. 

Enriquez hus recently been 
in Istanbul, Turkey, leading a 
Cnnndinn delegation at a 00- ' 
SEO (Co-ordinating Secretar- 
iat) conference. Canada was 
elected to four different com- 
inittocs at this conference. 

CANADA ELECTED 
At the beginning of the session 
the Canadian delegation wus 
elected to tho Stoerlng Commit- 
tee, which was, according to En- 
riquez, the most important com- 
mittee of tho session. It consists 
of nine members and was In char- 
ge of the conference agenda. En- 
riquez was elected clialrinan of 
tliis committee. 

Canada was also elected to 
the. Supervision Committee., 
Tills is the world executive of 
COSEC, us it supervises and 
curries out the work of COSEC 
between conferences and Its 
nliio members are appointed on 
a geographical basis. 

The success of the Canadian 
delegation was, In Enriquez's 
mind, duo to the fact that the 
NFCUS delegates gained tho con- 
ttdenco of tho other represent- 
atives by not associating thcmscl- 
\es nth any of tb<> block or close 
groun that seemed to form and ' 
by always voting on tho issue nt' 
stake with the vlows and opin; 
Ions of Canadian students In mind.

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Democracy And Education 



p "So Little For The Mind", Dr. Hilda 
Neatby's widely read "indictment of Can- 
adian education," reviewed on this page, 
brings to the fore the question of what we 
want our education to do for us in a demo- 
cratic society. 

Since Dr. Neatby describes "democra- 
cy" as a word "now almost useless except 
for purposes of propaganda", it might be 
wise to investigate our meaning of the 
word before discussing it. Ideally, a demo- 
cratic society is one in which each individ- 
ual rises according to his own ability, the 
people at large measuring this ability and 
elevating individuals accordingly. Govern- 
ments, consisting of "chosen representati- 
ves of the people", form laws which, ideal- 
ly, do two things: (a) Provide a decent 
standard of living for those who have no 
ability or who meet with unfortunate cir- 
cumstances; and (b) Prevent persons from 
behaving to the detriment of other persons. 

While this description verges on over- 
simplification, it serves to introduce the 
platitudinous but true remark that the suc- 
cess of democracy depends on the ability 
of the majority of the people to think'frcc- 
ly, independently, carefully, and with know- 
ledge, thus to choose wisely. For this, "tra- 
ditionalist" education is necessary. 

Democracy has not yet reached its ideal 
conception. Mob thinking and ill choice of 
leaders is entirely prevalent in many coun- 



tries and is far 'from absent in the strong- 
holds of democracy. The inevitable result 
is the appalling creeping malady of "state- 
ism" — the tendency to turn over the indi- 
vidual mind to the interests of the state. 
This can be done under open distatorship, 
as in the east, or by corrupting "democra- 
cy" to mean "equalitarianism", as many 
feel to be slowly happening in the west. 

Even in such countries as the United 
States and Canada, laws have strayed enor- 
mous distances from what laws were once 
supposed to be; there is an increasing ten- 
dency for the government to stick its nose 
into everything. The terrible thing about 
it is that this is because the people seem 
to want the government to stick its nose 
into everything. 

For a return to the path of the indivi- 
dual and of true democracy, our education 
musl be primarily concerned with the mind 
and with knowledge. "Progressivists" main- 
tain that the majority of the people are 
not capable of such education. If this is 
true, then democracy is impossible and we 
should all buy our copies of George Orwell's 
"1081" and bone up on the future. Surely, 
for such a wonderful thing as democracy, 
it would be worth our while to place a little 
faith in the latent ability of the human 
race and give real education a try.

The General Arts degree Is composed of 
courses ranging from very ensy to very hard. 
Thus it is possible for the lazy student (and I 
don't think the term "student" can he applied 
to such an animal) to take so-called "cinch" 
courses and get a B.A: third class. We must re- 
cognize that this weakness Ih inherent In the 
It. A. Itself which can only be remedied by the 
total abolishment of the General Arts course. 
What a tragedy this would be. The B.A. degree 
in my opinion is the most. Important course a 
university lias to offer. Its value Jies In the fact 
that It Is general, not specialized. Further.' if It 
were to be hampered by more required courses, 
that value would he lost. 

Maybe the B.A. degree doesn't obtain for its 
holder a top executive position for instance, the 
minute he or she, graduntcs. That takes ex- 
perience. But to my mind thorn Is no bettor back- 
ground or foundation for such experience than 
the (louerai degree. 

If the bolder of a B.A. Is frightened by our 
lug. bad world, it js not. because he or she holds 
a B.A. degree. Let's put the blame in the right 
place, which 1 think lies in lack of experience or 
independence, which will be learned soon enough. 

I am not defending the status quo: such cri- 
ticism as Mr. Heath's is valunblc. All I would 
like to ask is: when will provokers of discussion 
iphIIzo that women can no longer be used as 
their scapegoats ?

His 
broad cheerful face, infectious grin, and résonnant voice, also contributed to a person- 
ality -that was one of his most potent medicines. 

If you were one of his regular patients, it was because you appreciated his friend- 
liness, and liked the genuine interest he showed in all his patients. You liked the way he 
asked you about your business, your wife and your children as if he really wanted to know. 
You felt that he had a particular regard for you as an individual. \ 



Some people resented his bod- 
slde manner. They criticized nlti 
"nosy" curiosity, . bis "back-slap- 
ping" Joviality, and his "unbusi- 
nesslike" talkativeness. That wus 
probably why he was never too 
successful in the city practice he 
held before coming to Merrlvnlo. 
For a small town like ours, 
though, Doctor Hnrmer was Ideal. 
Not only wns ho an excellent phy- 
sician, but be wns friendly, so- 
ciable and public-spirited, and his 
wife and he both played an excel- 
lent game of bridge. Many of us 
thought indeed, that he would 
make almost as good a politician 
as he did a doctor. 

People' wondered, at first, why 
ho bad left his promising career 
In, a city hospital for a private 
city practice. Those who disliked 
him, or resented and feared the 
competition would say knowingly 
that his reasons were financial. 
As we got to know' him Hotter, 
though, this explanation was in- 
creasingly unsatisfactory, for It 
was obvious that the doctor was 
Just nol that much Interested In 
money. 

t think i be basic cause was 
rallier that part of Ills clwirno- 
tor which we nil came to ap- 
preciate more mid more — liK 
^genuine Interest anil affection 
for his fellow humans. It. is 
ensy to see how he might have 
experienced no Utile, frustra- 
tion ns tho hospital's Iteslilcnl 
Surgeon, whpre. he knew hN 
patients only by their rase 
numbers or the Idlosyucrncles 
of their Internal organs. Those 
of us who knew him were nol 
surprised Hint he had left the 
hospital — we cnlllil never 
Imagine the dortor ns anything 
oilier than a family doctor. It 
was for Hint Job Hint he seem- 
ed to be Ideally Milted. 
Apparently this wasn't always 
so. People who knew him when 
he was younger have expressed 
their amazement at the change In 
his- personality, for thoy remem- 
bered his as a shy, studious, nerv- 
ous kid, who wanted desperately 
to follow the footsteps of his dead 
father Into medicine. Few of those 
people had known hlin well — he 
had always shied away from close 
companionship. . 

At college, also, he had few- 
close friends. His classmates 
thought him a pleasant but re- 



proach, and i those were the 
main requirements. 

His success was mi outstand- 
ing, in fact, that when old Doc- 
tor Newton, the hospital's Resi- 
dent Surgeon, retired shortly 
before Doctor linriuer's year of 
lnternrshl|i wan completed, the 
directors hnd no hesitation in 
appointing him the successor. 
This was. In many ways, the. 
achievement of Doctor Hnr- 
nier's gonlj In many other 
ways, -il must hnve seemed the 
first step lu a prospectively 
brilliant career. 11 Is not sur- 
prising Hint , people could not 
understand his reasons for 
abandoning it a few months 
Inter. 

At the time, though, it, wns n 
milestone. For fours years he had 
poured ovor books and listoncd 
to lectures on surgery; for almost 
a year he had watched tho surgi- 
cal technique of experienced prnc- 
tltloners, and had given them as- 
sistance, or porformed minor 
operations under their careful 
supervision. Now, for the first 
time, he was to bo entrusted with

The patient was 
ii prisoner tit the nearby penit- 
entiary, critically wounded in 
an escape attempt. Ills Ion lung 
was badly torn, anil the bullet, 
hitting Mm on a downward 
slant, bad • almost certainly 
fnuscd further internal fat- 
Juries. Prison hospital facilities 
were inadequate, so tho man 
had been rushed over.

Her attack Is 
well thought out, thorough, mid 
lightly written. Every word invi- 
tes rending aloud. 

Her criticism' follows the lino 
set by the American critics, as 
ltd by Itobort Maynard lluicblns. 
There Is little point In discussing 
It here; wo would find ourselves 
quoting the whole book. This In 
one book to read in full, nol in 
digest form. 

Suffice to say that Dr. Neaiby 
is deeply sincere.; no matter how 
biting and critical her remarks, 
her purpose Is constructive. While 
the attacks tho "export" educa- 
tors who perpetrate these "trends" 
she is always kind, recognizing 
them as being only products of 
our society. This Is probably In- 
evitable, but one cannot wonder 
at her concern over u system 
which actively passes on the ills 
of that society to its children, in 
an age when nil need strength — 
strength of mind — If "democra- 
cy" is to bo elevated to tho fine 
word It once was. Tills Is Iter 
theme.

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Dr. S. Allan Speaks 
On Communist China 



•■Communist Control In China 
nnd Ha Effects" was tho topic of 
n talk given yesterday by Dr. S. 
Allan, n graduate of tho McGill 
Medical School who has spent 20 
yenra In China. Tho talk was upon 
sored Jointly by tho Cosmo Club, 
tho UN Club and WPS. 

Dr. Allan wan a medical missi- 
onary In China and after tho 
J coming of tho Comunists ho 
I worked with the Chlnc.«o Itellef 
Group. Ho was Imprisoned In 1951 
nnd released In 19152. 
f Dr. Allan's talk described what 
happens to n country when Its 
government Is taken over by the 
Communists. In describing the 
ense wlhth which the old govern- 
ment foil he told of how, on Nov. 
28, 1949, 'wo woke to henr firing 
on tho hills behind the city." Be- 
foro tho day was over tho natio- 
nalist army was retreating nnd by 
Dao. 1 the Ilcds hnd taknn ovor 
the city. 

Tho missionary explained how 
tho Comunlsts sot out to win over 
the Chlneso people. Armies wer<* 
I looked down on In Chlnn, he said, 
bocauso tho officers were usually 
out for what money they could 
get and the enlisted men were 
men who either couldn't or would 
not get nny other kind of work. 
However tho Communist nrmy was 
well disciplined, courteous nnd 
helpful, lie continued, nnd even- 
tually the Clnese people nnd even 
the missionaries werts convinced 
that tho new regime might "do 
a lot of good In Chlnn". 

However there wero certain res- 
trictions Imposed. Trnvel was res- 
tricted nnd If n person wnntod to 
stay overnight with friends he had 
•to notify the police, Dr. Allan ex- 
plained. There wore frequent mld- 
.nlght raids, he added. 

Taxes were levied In March, and 
"voluntnry" contributions to tho 
government were assessed. Dr. 
Allan told tho group, lie explain- 
ed that If anyone objected to the 
amount It was sugested they con- 
tribute, they wero treated poli- 
tely but their assessment wns 
raised. 

In 1951 an accusation meeting 
waa called agnlnst Dr. AUnn nnd 
he wns forced Into prison for h 
year. His accusers, said tho doc- 
tor, were medical students: ns 
In other cases, It wns thp students 
who actively supported the Com- 
' munlsts. 

I An rognrds tho Church, pres- 
sure wos exerted on nursing stu- 
dents by their fellow students, 
I not to go to church, until there 
vere only three loft nttendlng. 



One of theso was a supporter of 
Lr. Allan's at tho accusation 
meeting nnd she was Imprlsnnod 
for 3 months, ns wns another glr' 
who refused to tontlfy agnlnst hint. 

When asked If ho could say If 
thorn wore anything pond In this 
typo of organization bo said 
"thoro arc certain features of this 
Ideology Hint nro for the, mml nf 
tho people, but ns n whole thov 
are had." For nxarpte t lie com- 
munists are fundnmontnlly ngnlnst 
rellplnn, theoretically they permit 
freedmo nf education, but they 
won't permit religion to bo taught 
In tho schools. The church must 
nlsn promise lo support thn gov- 
ernment, tnko part In Its activi- 
ties nnd must not crltlslzo tho 
government. 

Tn tho lino or public health Im- 
provements '250, non, non people 
worn given free inoculations 
against typhoid, choloru, nnd 
small pox but every ono of tho 
doctors' and nurses' societies hnd 
to tnko nn nctlvo pnrt In propa- 
ganda even tn germ warfare 
Tho Chlneso Medical Association 
wns compelled to back up tho 
germ warfaro charges. 

As rognrds tho Communists ta- 
king over tho government, Dr. 
Allnn concluded, "It's tho kind of 
thing thnt can happen hero. It's 
tho kind of thing that can hnppon 
anywhere, where there nre dl»- 
grunted people."

Under the NFCUS Interregional 
Study Exchange Plan Canadian 
university students In their 
second to Inst year, can obtain 
scholarships to study at oxchango 
universités of their choice. The 
purposo of tho Plan Is to give 
students nn opportunity to gain 
n broader outlook an.' to take 
courses not nvallablo at their 
home universities. 

Students may only reçoive 
scholarships to attend a univer- 
sity In a region other than the 
ono they aro now In, the four re- 
gions being the Maritimes, Onta- 
rio nnd Quebec, Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba, and Bri- 
tish Columbia. Exceptions will bo 
made in the cases of students In 
Ontario who wish to attend a 
French University In Quobeo or 
vlca-versa. Students will be ac- 
cepted In all faculties except me- 
dicine and dentistry. 

Application forms can be ob- 
tained at the Heglstrar's office 
and must be filled In and return- 
ed before Feb. 15 th. Selection of 
tho scholarship winners will bo 
made by a committee appointed 
for that purpose 

Approximately twenty-five stu- 
dents have taken advantage of the 
plan each year since Its Inaugura- 
tion nineteen years ago and have 
voiced tholr appreciation for the 
opportunities it afforded. 

The NFCUS Committees at tho 
oxchango universities help tho ox- 
change students In every way 
possible and Introduce them to 
the various student activities on 
the now campus.
